...The Earth 

n Central and South 
America, the meat indus 
try is involved in the 
wholesale destruction of the 
rain forest, which is cleared, 
then planted with grazing 
grasses to create the cheap 
American hamburger. 

Worldwide, a forested area 
larger than Denmark vanishes 
even’ 6 months. For even 
acre converted for other pur¬ 
poses, 7 acres of forest are 
converted for grazing pas¬ 
tures; 200 million acres of 
once highly productive forest 
land is now reduced to graz-" 
ing land. 

Over 5 billion tons of U.S. 
topsoil are eroded yearly be¬ 
cause of animal agriculture. 
Today, the average depth of 
topsoil has fallen from 3 feet 
to 6 inches. It takes over 30 
calories of feed and fodder 
energy to produce a single 
calorie of food energy in the 
form of beef and over 1400 
litres of oil per American per 
year to provide a meat diet. 

Feedlots and slaughter¬ 
houses are major polluters of 
rivers and streams, filling 
them with poisonous resi¬ 
dues and animal waste. Bil¬ 
lions of gallons of water are 
used to process animal bod 
ies. and groundwater deple¬ 
tion for grazing has caused 
numerous growing and in¬ 
tractable water problems. 

... Wildlife 

C oyotes and wolves 
would not be poi¬ 
soned and shot if 
people didn’t cat steak and 
lamb chops. Cattle ranching 
has always competed with 
wildlife territory for land: ad¬ 
ditional wildlife territory is 
taken for crops of which 78% 
is fed to ‘ food animals" 

(chickens, pigs, turkeys, and 
cattle). 

American agri-business de¬ 
stroys the rain forest to graze 
cattle, causing millions of 
birds, monkeys, snakes and 
other species to lose their 
homes and lives as the massive 
South American rain forests 
— which play a key role in 
the ecology and climate of 
the planet — disappear. 

...You 

vegetarian diet pro¬ 
motes superior 
health, endurance, 
vigor, and longevity. 

Animal products have 3 nutri¬ 
tional disadvantages: they 
contain too much protein, 
too much fat. and no fiber 
at all. 

The idea that we need lots 
of protein is responsible for 
osteoporosis, cancer of the 
colon, and diabetes. 

The protein myth was based 
on studies in rats — animals 
who need almost WOO times 
more protein than we do!

Livestock produc¬ 
tion requires 10- 1000 times 
more land, energy, and water 
use than are necessary to pro¬ 
duce an equivalent amount of 
plant food. 

On a purely vegetarian diet, 
the world can support a popu¬ 
lation many times its present 
size. On a meat-based diet, 
the current world population 
could not be sustained 
In 1984.40% of the world's 
grain harvest was fed to ani¬ 
mals going to slaughter. If the 
same grain was fed directly to 
human beings, there would 
be more than enough to feed 
the world. 

The decimation of the rain 
forest by companies like 
Burger King reduces rainfall 
in Africa, for each tree left 
standing can process 40 gal¬ 
lons of moisture daily into 
the atmosphere. There is 
enough for everyone's need 
but not for everyone's greed
